SHIPPING TOLL 


No Less Tan 21 Ships Reported 
As Being In Wrecks, or Dis­ 
tress, Ov er The 
Week End 
y , 


WESTERN EUROPEAN COAST 
AND VICINITY IS STRUCK 


Forecast 
Did 
Not 
Encourage 
Hope, and Public Was Told to 
Look For More Fury 


London, Nov . 26—(/P)—A gale 
of four 
day s 
duration was 
sweeping the coasts of western 
Europe, 
the 
Mediterreanean 
and Africa today and taking a 
heav y toll of shipping. 
No iess 
than 21 ships appeared 
on 
Lloy d’s lists as wrecks or in dis­ 
tress ov er the week end. 
The air was full of radio calls 
of distress from v essels in peril. 
Lifeboats and tugs were doing 
gallant serv ice on all coasts and 
the toll or those rescued 
from 
threatended 
ships 
was 
far 
greater than the losses. 
The casualties ashore were 
less numerous than might hav e 
been ex pected in such heav y 
weather. They were sufficiently 
serious, howev er, although the 
ex act number was not av ailable. 
The damage to property 
was 
great. 
The forecast for today did noc 
encourage hope of Immediate 
imporv ement and the public was 
told to look for more fury from 
the gale. 
There was considerable doubt 
as to the fate, of the 1,7 00 ton 
steamer Arnbal-Mendi of Bilbao, 
Spain. She sent out an SOS but 
calls later from other ships were 
unanswered. 
The Admiral Ponty , a 6,000 ton 
freighter, was waterlogged thirty 
miles west of 
Ushant Light, 
France. The v essel ex pected to 
be able to keep afloat until the 
seagoing tug Iroise reached her. 
The ship carried a crew of 48 
but no passengers. The steamer 
Macrois was standing by . 
One of the most notable res­ 
cue feats was the sav ing of 8 4 
men from the sinking German 
schoolship Pommern near 
the 
Isle of Guersney in the English 
channel after a number of big 
steamers poured oil on the ter-, 
rific wav es. After all aboard had 
been 
rescued 
the 
Pommern 
was abandoned and today was 
a dangerous derelict.

PLACED AS RESPONSIBLE 


Supt. Farthing Visited School 
This Morning, and Later Went 
To Indianapolis 


It was rumored 
in Orange 
township today that there is a 
possibility that Moscow 
school 
would be closed nex t week and 
the pupils transferred to other 
schools. This, it was believ ed, 
followed the 
failure 
to take 
steps to prov ide 
quarters ac­ 
ceptable to the state boards. The 
present building has been con­ 
demned by no less than 
four 
boards. 
The school was opened this 
y ear in the face of a state board 
of health seal and was allowed 
to remain open only on the con­ 
dition that something be done to 
better conditions there. A part of 
the township was 
strongly 
in 
fav or of building a new ana 
modem consolidated school and 
mov ing the site more nearly in 
the center of the township. 
This was opposed by another 
faction and before a contract 
could be entered into by 
the 
township officials, a group of cit­ 
izens filed an injunction 
suit 
and secured a temporary res­ 
training order that is still bind­ 
ing. Contracts were opened for 
the proposed building by a hold­ 
ing company organized for that 
purpose and 
a contract ten­ 
tativ ely accepted pending 
the 
court decision. 
B. D. Farthing, county super­ 
intendent of schools could not be 
reached for a statement today . 
It was understood that he v isit­ 
ed 
the Moscow school 
this 
morning and that he was in In­ 
dianapolis this afternoon. It was 
inferred that his trips might 
hav e something to do with the 
school situation.

than the kitchen table. If it is to

should be of dining table height- 
-with convenient knee space be­ 
ne a th. Tables made with deep 
dra we rs or bins beneath should 
the n be avoided. 
The kitchen table should be 
Supplies with well fixed castors 
so that it can be easily 
moved 
for cleaning or drawn 
nearer 
the sink or stove as needed. 
The top of the table may be 
made of plain white board. 
If 
this is carefully washed 
every 
da y and scrubbed with 
a brush 
and hot soap and water every 
day or so, it is better left bare 
than covered with oilcloth. Oil­ 
cloth is convenient for the kit­ 
chen eating table, for the work 
table it has the disadvantage of 
being easily marred and

standing the heat of hot dishes 
A painted table top 
has

Enamel topped tables are al­ 
most, ideal. It is possible, you 
know, to buy the enamel tops 
separately to be applied to ta ­ 
bles of standard size. They stand 
heat and hard use generally but 
will chip off if roughly handled.

These discoveries began a 
new 
series of attacks, health crusades 
and the installation of 
visiting 
nurses. All these are helping to 
make tuberculosis 
a 
reminis­ 
cence in the nation, rather than 
a fact ” 
“Health,” Dr. 
Coulter 
said, 
“seems to be of the least inter­ 
est in the state today. It is 
an 
easy matter to get a bill through 
the legislature for the improve­ 
ment and protection 
of 
hogs, 
etc.. but absolutely not for the 
protection of babies. And thU is 
the supreme problem of 
today. 
However, we feel certain of ul­ 
timate success.”

Oil- 
cloth is convenient for the kit- 
chen eating table, for the work 
table it has the disadvantage o2 
lacing easily marred and not 
standing the heat of hot dishes 
A painted table top has

Enamel topped tables are al- 


most, ideal. It is possible, you 
know, to buy the enamel tops 
separately to be applied to ta- 
bles of standard size. They stand 
heat and hard use generally but 
will chip off if roughly handled.
